11. And his Belly ſo very languid and fallen in, that it ſeem'd to reſt upen the 
Spina Dorſi; inſomuch, that upon laying a Hand upon his Belly, the quick Pulſa- 
tion of the great Artery. was very eaſily and diſtinctly : perceptible.  - 12. Upon 
eſſaying ſeveral painful Vellications and Punctures, there did not appear the leaſt 
Symptom of Feeling or Motion. 13. His Pulſe was very regular, but feeble and 
flow, beating, as nigh as might be gueſſed, about fifty times in a Minute. 14. But 
after having for a conſiderable time held a very ſtrong Volatile Spirit under his 
Noſe, 15. It-grew twiſter, . and more rapid; and as nigh as could be gueſſed, 
beat about eighty tinſes in the ſpace of a Minute. 16. Upon this-alfo. his Face
